When the meeting closed, he paused in 
Newton, Kansas, one day, Sunday May 14, 1939 
for four addresses. He spoke in English, and ex- 
pert ni took his messages in short- 
hand. His evening talk dealt exclusively with 
the Protestant situation in Germany and is 

published verbatim in this Defender. 


Y dear friends. ... I am expected 

tonight to speak about Germany. 
Of course, that is not a very simple and 
easy task. 


Se many questions have been put be- 
fere me during recent days here in the 
United States, that I hardly know how 
to answer them all. 


As a matter of fact, many nations are 
in the midst of a war already. I mean 
a war of propaganda — a war of propa- 
ganda between different philosophies 
of government in the world. And, of 
course, it is a part of propaganda, that 
one side takes from the other side on- 
ly those things which are bad and ig- 
nores the bright spots and better 
things. 

What propaganda means, we saw in a 
little experience in Chicago the other 
day. I visited a young German. He 
came over to America right after the 
war and has made a good citizen here. 
He married. He has a nice family, has 
built a home, and I think has paid all 
his debts. He showed me his car, and 
it is a very nice car too, equipped with 
a radio and everything. 


As we sat together at the dinner 
table he handed me a letter from an 
unele in Germany, and it went as fol- 
lows: “My dear boy: As we read in our 
newspapers, the conditions in the Uni- 
ted States must be horrible. You have 
twelve or fourteen million unemployed 
people, and so please come home as soon 
as pessible to Germany. We will pro- 
cure for you a job. You must leave that 
Country over the ocean.” Of course, this 
boy was laughing about it, and he does- 
n't intend to leave the United States. 
But you see what a one-sided impres- 
sion foreign propaganda may make. 


It was the year 1936 when I was in 
Chicago on Easter Sunday and attend- 
ed that wonderful Sunrise Service at 
five o’clock in the morning at Soldier’s 
Field. I arrived on Saturday night, and 
I thought I would like to know how 
many people in Chicago would be out 
there at such an early morning hour. 
When I came, I saw 30,000 or 40,000 
people. It was very cold, but the people 


stayed and listened to the story of the 
Resurrection of Jesus Christ. This 
Easter Service in the Soldier’s Field, 
made one of the deepest impressions I 
had left on my mi of the Christian 
and of the church life in the United 
States, an impression I will always re- 
member, 


On that Easter evening I was invit- 
ed to give a lecture in Chicago, and 1 
began by telling the story of the morn- 
ing Service and then said: “I am sure 
nobody in Europe, not only in Germany, 
will hear anything about that Service. 
That is not important enough for our 
newspapers, but do you know what we 
hear in Europe about Chicago? Nearly 
every day we read a story about Al 
Capone. Everybody in Europe knows 
about Al Capone and your underworld, 
and the people then get the impression 
that Chicago consists of people who are 
like Al Capone.” Well, those friends 
smiled, and I think they got the point. 


Understanding Between Christians 
Needed 


And now about Germany. I think it 
is likely the same. The story about Al 
Capone is true and no Chicagoan will 
deny it, but it is only one feature, and 
it is only one side of Chicago’s life; 
and this one side is told so often in the 
newspapers, that people get a wrong 
impression of the facts. And so it is 
now with Germany. 


Of course, there are some things hap- 
pening over there which we will not 
excuse and will not defend, but these

In studying this address, the 
reader must bear in mind that

are only single things, and there is defi- 
nitely another side, 


And now I shall not try to give you, 
tonight details about the political life 
at all. I did not come to America to 
speak about political issues; but what 
I would like to do, is show you that we 
as Christians should find a higher level 
from which to look down upon political 
events, for these changes in government 
are not so important as people some- 
times think. Political events change, 
and Christians must know that above 
these human things there is Qne Who 
has all power in His hands, and with- 
— will nothing can happen on this 
earth. 


Another thing I would mention: We 
dare not confuse political motives with 
Christian principles. What I mean by 
that I shall explain with an illustra- 
tion. I came over on the boat Europa 
of the North-German-Lloyd Steamship 
line, and we had as interesting a com- 
pany at my dinner table as I have ever 
known. On one side there was Pro- 
fessor Heidmann, the organist of the 
great Church, the Dom, in Berlin, He 
had been invited for a concert tour in 
this Country. And on the other side, 
there was Professor Bigelow from 
Yale University, that great Ameri- 
can historian, and we had wonderful 
discussions. I was invited to lead the 
service on Sunday morning on the Hu- 
ropa, and when I had accepted the in- 
vitation, I asked Professor Heidmann 
to play the harmonium and he said: 
“Well, I tell you, Bishop, we organists 
do not like harmoniums and especial- 
= such an harmonium as that is 

ere. 


Then Professor Bigelow said: “Do 
not say anything against harmoniums. 
One harmonium has saved my life!” 


“What?” I said. “An harmonium has 
saved your life? Tell me the story.” 
This big man, Bigelow, is a wonder- 
ful story-teller. We went on deck, and 
the aged gentleman took my arm and 
related to me the following story. 


“It was in the Boer War, and I went 
down to Transvaal as a war correspon- 
dent.” I think it was for the Associat- 
ed Press of the country, and by the 
way, they promised him one thousand 
dollars for each article he would write. 
When he reached Transvaal, he could 
not find a place in an hotel and so he 
was sent to a poor family. The men 
of this family were in the trenches,

Now 
we have the National Socialist Govern- 
ment, the so-called Totalitarian State. 
Now, think what that means, for a 
nation to go through such changes 
within a relatively short time! 


This revolution which we are in now, 
has its deepest roots in the World War 










Defender 


and in the Treaty of Versailles; this 
revolution is not yet at an end. It goes 
on, not only in Germany; the unrest, 
the uncertainty, goes through all the 
nations of Europe and in my opinion, it 
will last 20 or 30, or it may last even 
50 years more, until the excited waves 
of the sea of nations settles down to be 
quiet again. And this revolution is not 
only a change of one governmental sys- 
tem into another — for example, a 
change between a Monarchy and a De- 
mocracy. The change, the Umbruch, 
goes much deeper. 


We are accustomed to speak of it in 
Germany as a turning point in history, 
only to be compared perhaps with a 
time 1500 years ago when the northern 
tribes of Europe migrated toward 
the south. They conquered the old Ro- 
man tribes. New states appeared and 
with them new laws, and young nations 
came into being, through a kind of 
revolution. Or it can be compared with 
the time of the French Revolution when 
the old feudal system of the Middle 
Ages broke down, and a new standard 
of living, and new ideals, came up. 


Of course, the churches are connect- 
ed with the life of the State in an inti- 
mate way. If as in Europe and es- 
pecially Germany, the churches are 
closely connected with the State, and 
the Government changes four times 
within twenty years, the churches can- 
not remain untouched to some degree. 
You know we had in Germany and in 
all Europe, State Churches in former 
times. These State Churches received 
their appropriations, their financial 
support from the Government, and still 
today, the National Socialist Govern- 
ment of Germany pays annually 500- 
million marks to the support of the 
churches. I repeat this amount. Five 
hundred million marks! 


In private conversation I mentioned 
that, and some of the brethren at the 
Conference in Kansas City, asked me 
if I didn’t mean 5-million. No, I do not 
mean 5-million ... but 500-million marks 
annually. I was asked some time ago 
by the Executive Committee of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches about my 
opinion of the church situation in Ger- 
many. I mentioned this fact and I 
said: ‘Well, you Americans are very 
powerful, and I guess you are able to 
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do great things; but now,” I said, “an- 
swer me one question: If your govern- 
ment would collect only one million dol- 
lars, not five hundred million for an 
work either in Europe or Asia or Af- 
rica, would you not think that the State 
would have a right to say something, 
how this money is administered, and 
what persons should be called to admin- 
ister 1t?” 

“Of course, of course!” Now in Ger- 
many, if the State gives 500-million 
marks to the churches, I can under- 
stand that the State feels the responsi- 
bility to say something; and in my 
opinion it is impossible to be paid by 
the State and the State not have any- 
thing to say about it. That is in my 
opinion, the deepest root of the church 
situation in Germany. 


No Persecution Exists 


Now, as a Methodist Bishop and Exe- 
cutive Secretary of the Association of 
Free Churches, I am a representative, 
not of the State churches but of the 
Evangelical Free churches. We have 
in Germany a Federation of Free 
Churches. At present I am only the 
Vice President but for some time — 
we change every second year — I was 
President of this Federation of Free 
Churches. To this group belong the 
Methodists, Baptists, Evangelicals, 
Congregationalists, and other smaller 
churches in Germany. 


Now it is a very interesting fact that 
these Evangelical churches, who have 
never received anything from the State 
and have never asked anything from 
the State, that these Evangelical Free 
churches have not been drawn into the 
church debate at all. We do our work 
now as we have always done it. 


I was asked to speak last Sunday 
evening in St. Joseph, Missouri, and 
when I went into the church a boy 
came up to me. His grandparents came 
from Germany many years ago, and he 
was very anxious to hear about the 
Country. “Well”, he said, “may I ask

you one question before you go into the 
church?” 


“Yes, ask your question.” 


“Bishop, is it really true that the 
Methodists in Germany are killed when 
they preach Jesus Christ crucified?” 


I said, “My boy, no Methodist has 
been killed in Germany, and no other 
man has been killed in Germany, for 
preaching Jesus Christ crucified. Not 
a single person has been killed for re- 
ligious beliefs. In Russia, perhaps mil- 
lions have been killed. In Spain, 6 
bishops and 8,000 priests and nuns were 
killed by Communists. In Germany, I 
do not know of a single one that has 
been killed, and all the churches are 
open; and if you come over now, you 
will see that services are held in the 
Free churches just as well as in the 
State churches, the same as in your 
country.” 


I will say to you tonight, that we 
have had some conversations with rep- 
resentatives of the Government; some 
organizations and other matters, had 
to be arranged with the government; 
but I confess to you this evening, no- 
body till this day, has ever asked me 
what we are preaching, or what we 
believe, or what we are praying for! 
Nobody has asked me any questions 
about matters of faith and belief, and 
we are preaching just as we preached 
in former times. We take our texts 
from the Old Testament and from the 
New Testament, the same as your 
preachers do here. I preach in Ger- 
many the same kind of sermons that I 
have always preached. Of course, we 
do not preach about political issues. As 
in revolutionary times, the representa- 
tives of government have only one con- 
cern and that is: are these churches or 
other church organizations in opposi- 
tion to the State? If there is political 
opposition, of course, then the State 
tries to handle it, but if the people are 
loyal, then all is well. 


German Bible Conferences 


I have been asked if such meetings 
as we have here, would be allowed in 
Germany. Well, they are, my dear 
friends, and if I had time, I 
could tell you all about the Bible and 
Evangelistic conferences of our own 
church and how in the last year we 
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had five great annual conferences. Our 
conferences are wonderful events for 
our members and in all of these five 
gatherings in Berlin, in Leipzig, in 
Frankfort on the Main, and in Nuern- 
berg, we had the largest halls of the 
cities. In Berlin we had our sessions 
in the great Philharmonic Concert Hall, 
the most famous auditorium of the city. 
It was a wonderful time and the old 
German music masters looked down on 
that religious throng which sang Gospel 
songs and they heard quite a different 
kind of music than they were used to 
hearing. 


I mentioned this afternoon, the Blan- 
kenburger conference, a wonderful Bi- 
ble conference we have every year, in 
the last week of August. Some of you 
who hear only bad things said about 
Germany, would be astonished if I were 
to tell you what subjects we usually dis- 
cuss and for a whole week, too. 


We speak about Biblical matters; we 
speak about the things that are essen- 
tial for going into the Kingdom of God 
and for winning the lost. The follow- 
ing subjects were treated in the last 
years. In one year our subject was, 
“We are Preaching Christ and Him 
Crucified”. And think of it, in the 
midst of a religious crisis, we spoke a 
full week every day three and four 
times, about that theme, “We are 
Preaching Christ and Him Crucified.” 


When the church crisis was at its 
height, we chose the theme, “I Shall 
Buiid My Church and the Gates of Hell 
Will Not Prevail Against It.” A whole 
week! In 1936 we used the subject, 
“We Saw His Glory — the Glory of the 
Only Begotten Son,” and we had a won- 
derful time! And this year, 1939, our 
subject will be, “We are Messengers 
of God, of Christ, and are Proclaiming 
the Work of Reconciliation,” and we 
shall speak on that subject a full week. 
About 4,000 = from all parts of 
Germany, and from all denominations 
of Germany, will be there, united in 
prayer and in fellowship, in considera- 
tion of this doctrine of the Scriptures. 


Now you will ask me, How is it that 
there are reports of other churches hav- 
ing trouble? Well, I do not know ex- 
actly what other churches do, and I do 
not like to speak about other denomi- 
nations. I only can give you the facts 
as I see them among the Methodists and 
in the Evangelical Free Church. Some- 
body asked me: “Has none of your 
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preachers been in a concentration 
camp?” I said, “No, as far as I know, 
not one.” 


Experience of an Evangelist 


Another asked me: “Has none of 
your preachers been forbidden to 
preach?” “Well”, I said, “Yes”, and 
now as I tell you the story, I ask rs 
to listen closely, and you will find w. 
may happen in Germany at this time, 


It was four years ago. In tw 3 own 
conference, like a streak of lightning 
from the blue sky, there came the news 
that our brother Raderbach had been 
forbidden to enter his pulpit again in 
the city of Luebeck, to preach the Gas- 
pel. Ree Raderbach was there at the 
conference when this word came, and 
you can imagine what an excitement 
the announcement caused. We had a 
closed executive session, talked it over, 
and I will give you the picture of the 
facts. One brother arose and said; 
“Well, now you see what has happen- 
ed. Now you see, we are forbidden to 
preach Jesus Christ. We will soon be 
on our way to the catacombs.” 


A second one arose and said: “Well, 
we should not pay any attention to such 
an order, and I move that brother Ra- 
derbach returns tomorrow morning to 
Luebeck, goes to his church and we all 
go with him, and that he enters his pul- 
pit and preaches, and we stand solidly 
with him.” 


A third one arose and said: “I move 
that we immediately send a telegram 
over to the United States. There the 
story will be printed in all the news 
papers, and our Government will see 
how the Methodists and all Christian 
people of the world, become excited 
and we shall fight it through.” 


I said: “Now brethren, sit down and 
be a little quiet. Let us think this 
thing over. In the first place,” I said, 
“T think it will not hurt our brothe! 
Raderbach if he rests a few weeks. H 
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is overworked and needs some rest. But 
let us take a collection to help him, and 
send him for a few weeks to a quiet 
place, and there he can think it over. 
And in the second place, we shall ask 
the District Superintendent to find out 
what is behind this order, because I 
have some suspicions that some other 
religious group is responsible and we 
should find out before we make any 
decision.” 


Do you know what we found out? 
This brother Raderbach is quite an 
evangelist. Everywhere he goes in 
Germany, he has a revival. think 
he is one of those preachers who can- 
not sleep, if in his church one single 
chair was empty in a meeting, he thinks 
what he can do to bring people in and 
to extend the work. He had a wonderful 
revival in Luebeck. 


I found there was a village near Lue- 
beck, and in that village almost every- 
body in the last election before the 
present Government came — almost 
everybody had voted for the Commun- 
ists. Raderbach thought: “That is just 
the field for me. I shall try to 
win these Communists for Jesus 
Christ.” He hired the hall and many of 
the Communists came to hear him 
preach the Gospel and were converted. 
Consequently he took a number of these 
Communist families into his church. 


But there was another preacher in 
that village, and his church was empty. 
Nobody worshipped there but crowds 
went to hear Raderbach, and the other 
preacher got a little jealous. Well, I 
can understand that, but I cannot un- 
derstand what he did. He had a friend 
who was a Government official, and he 
went to this friend with this story: “I 
should advise you to pay your atten- 
tion to this Methodist preacher Rader- 
bach. Why, he is half a Communist 
becanse he has received Communists in- 
to }is church; and I fear he is preach- 
ing Communistic ideas.” Now, of course, 
in such a time of revolution as it is in 
Germany, that is a very serious thing, 
and so our Raderbach was ordered to 
stop speaking in public. 


When this was found out, they called 
Raderbach back’ and he was received 
wonderfully, not only from the authori- 
ties but also his church; but after his 
return, nobody dared to say anything 
against him, and he is doing evangel- 
istic preaching today and working the 
same as before. 


Now you have the facts. I could 
have caused Raderbach serious trouble 
if I would have followed the advice of 
these brethren. We could have even 
brought a reflection upon the whole 
Methodist denomination, but I think the 
way we took was the right way. ... 


Praying for a Revival 


Now I think I have to come to the 
conclusion. Let me give you a closing 
point, and that is, the present situation 
in the church life in Germany is such 
that the ideal of the Free Churches can 
better be worked out. In my opinion, 
the plan of the State Church is break- 
ing down, and the time is coming when 
there will no longer be State Churches. 
The hour of the Free Churches has 
come. 


Just as you worked it out here in 
the United States — and one thing I 
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« Very sincerely and thankfully yours...

There have been teachings in 
our universities at times, that were 
anti-Christian but we are in a time 
now, where only real Christianity will 
stand the test. 


These problems will not overcome the 
Church of Jesus Christ, but will help 
rather to deepen the spiritual life, and 
the real Christian life of the people. 
My opinion and my prayer is, that out 
of all this turmoil of the world, there 
may come, and I know it will come, a 
new revival of evangelism. We, in Ger- 
many, are praying for a great revival 
especially at these Blankenburger con- 


ferences which I mentioned before. It is 
a prayer, we bring again that our Lord ° 
help us, that we may be instruments 
for producing a new revival. 


Ma; God help us that when this re- 
vival comes, we in Germany will be in- 
struments of Jesus Christ for carrying 
out such a spiritual plan there. I ask 
you, my brethren, when you pray, do 
not forget to pray for us in Germany 
as we shall pray for you. Christians 
must be united in their prayers and in 
the power of the Word, to win victories 
for Christ. The victory will be His, 
Who is the same yesterday, today, and 
forever!

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Petitions Against War Deluge 
Congress 





WO months ago, war sentiment was 
at a white heat. Hate propaganda 
was doing its deadly work, the Presi- 
dent of the United States was talking 
about war before néxt “Fall”. Large 
numbers of people were being swept 
by the kind of hysteria that pulled the 
United States into the World War. 


Time magazine published a_ state- 
ment, to the effect that the first draft 
would call young men between the ages 
of 21 and 30, the second 18 to 21 and 
the third 18 to 45. 


Then, seemingly over night, public 


sentiment began to change. A ground- 
swell, a definite reaction, started to de- 








circulated by Dr. Winrod and _ his 
friends, and everyone is impressed with 
the effectiveness of the campaign to 
keep America out of Europe’s coming 
war’.” 

It is safe to say that no less than 2,- 
000,000 of these petitions have deluged 
Washingten during the last five weeks.

Little has been said, in the press and 
over the radio, about this great wave 
of sentiment, because the effort is di- 
ametrically opposed to the program of 
the “hidden hand’. Every informed 
person knows that the control is doing

its utmost to provoke a struggle, which 
if carried out, will again land our boys 
in Europe, on the pretext of fighting 
to preserve “democracy”. 


The American people were told that 
the last war was being fought to “make 
the world safe for democracy”. Now 
they are being asked to believe that the 
coming war will be a struggle between 
“democracies and dictatorships”. 


Those who are today agitating for 
war insist that the coming alignment 
of nations will find England, France, 
Soviet Russia and the United States on 
one side, with Italy, Japan and Ger- 
many on the other side. This is the 
line-up which is expected to precipi- 
tate Europe’s coming Armageddon. And 
we are asked to believe that when this 
conflict breaks, in its awful fury, it 
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ously questioned if that Country can be 
correctly called a democracy. The pres- 
ent Premier has been clothed with num- 
erous dictatorial powers. On April 25, 
1939, sections of the French press were 
muzzled Ly official decree. On the other 
hand, the very existence of democracy 
is predicated upon the fact of free 
press and free speech. 


Soviet Russia, another Country on 
whose side we are supposed to fight, 
certainly can not be called a democracy. 
It is anything but a democracy, as we 
know democracy. The Russian citizen 
enjoys none of the liberties which are 
precious to the hearts of Christians 
and Americans. 


England has stood alone, in recent 
years, as Europe’s principal defender of 
representative government, but even 
there, conscription has been introduced 
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and this, to say the least, bores deep 
into the liberties of her subjects. De- 
mocracy on the contrary is dedicated to 
the principle of human liberty. 


Current press dispatches tell how the 
president of Poland, is now in process 
of being granted dictatorial powers. 


The plain truth is, democracy is al- 
ready dead — as dead as a salt macker- 
el in Europe. 


International Jews are working 
furiously to hurl America into another 
inferno. But if we have any regard 
for truth, we will not be drawn into 
Europe’s broils on the pretext of de- 
fending democracy. 


The idea of America going to war to 
save democracy actually originates with 
leaders of the international race, who 
are finding it possible to use press dis- 
patches, newspaper editorials, radio 
broadcasts, and newsreels to advance 
their false, lying, campaign of hate. 


A well known student of international 
affairs has recently written a book, in 
which he lists the 21 nations with which 
the United States would likely become 
allied in the event of being drawn into 
another war. Fourteen of the 21 are 
controlled by dictatorial governments 
right now and there are grave questions 
about each and everyone of the remain- 
ing seven. 


The time has come to explode the 
myth that our entrance into any war 
would be a holy crusade in defense of 
democracy. The very opposite is true. 
If we want to really do something to 
preserve democratic government, let us 
resolve to keep our own house in order. 
In other words, we have plenty to look 
after, here at home. 


One’s heart is made to tremble as he 
contemplates the savagery of the next 
war. Engines of warfare, unlike any- 
thing ever before known to mankind, 
are waiting, ready to be released. It is 
decidedly probable that Europe will be 
left a mass of smoldering ruins when 
the next war becomes history. 


Science with its masterful achieve- 
ments in so many other realms has 
done nothing to interfere with the pro- 
gress of war. But, on the contrary, has 
produced instruments of destruction 
more dangerous and more devastating, 
than human language can possibly de- 
scribe. Perhaps this fact can best be 
illustrated by referring to an interview 
which an army general in Europe gave 
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a while back to the press of his Coun- 
try. This man, a trained military lead- 
er, painted a word-picture of the hor- 
rors of the next war. 


He speaks of countless thousands of 
mighty guns pouring forth millions of 
shells at opposing forces. High explo- 
sive shells possessing destructive power 
unknown in the last war. Poison gas 
shells whose deadly vapors penetrate 
the strongest gas masks, Shells which 
scatter an unquenchable piercing sub- 
stance that burns through human flesh, 
penetrating to the bones in less than a 
half minute. 


This army general says that millions 
of light, automatic rifles will be car- 
ried in the hands of millions of men, 
pouring out a constant stream of hun- 
dreds of millions of bullets every 60 
seconds — a maddening roar so thick 
that even a small bird can not hope to 
get through, untouched. 


He speaks of the skies being darken- 
ed with thousands of airplanes flying 
overhead, everyone raining a ghastly 
dew upon the earth below. 


Hundreds of gigantic tanks each spit- 
ting death at the rate of a thousand 
shots a minute. The rattle of machine- 
guns on every hand. 


Next, this army officer, pictures 
whole cities far behind the lines wrap- 
ped in winding sheets of yellow flame, 
victims of bombs from air machines, 
bombs which are capable of spra; ing 
entire city blocks with liquid fire. 


Airplanes controlled by radio, the ac- 
tual operators being hundreds of miles 
away. Tanks likewise controlled by ra- 
dio. Savage methods of warfare! The 
contribution of modern science to the 
annihilation of twentieth-century civili- 
zation. 

Then, he concludes his narrative with 
these words: “Tomorrow the world may 
be startled with a realization that death 
may be borne on the wings of the wind 
by radio; that men may be electrocuted 
by contact with the very air they 
breathe or stabbed with an invisible 
ray. 


Modern propagandists may try to 
elevate war to a high and noble level 
in the public mind. They may try to 
camouflage its true nature in order to 
lead young men to slaughter. They may 
indulge in pleasant phrases when they 
speak of war. But the plain fact re- 
mains, that war is the bloodiest, the 
most vicious, the most brutal, the most 
wicked business in the world. There is 
nothing good about it. 


If the American people are intelli- 
gent, if we are capable of learning les- 
sons from past experiences, if we pos- 
sess sufficient discernment to be able 
to read the handwriting on the wall, we 
will refuse absolutely, to plunge into 
Europe’s coming holocaust — the ef- 
forts of powerfully financed, powerful- 
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ly organized internationalists, working 
through press, screen and radio, to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 


Fortunately in a democracy public 
sentiment speaks the last word. De- 
cisions are made under a representative 
system, according to the blended opin- 
ions of the majority of people, who ex- 
press themselves through their duly 
elected representatives. If the great 
mass of people decide definitely, onee 
and for all, that American soldiers will 
never again fight on foreign soil, no 
power under heaven can change it. 


The avalanche of petitions (“Keep 
America Out of War”) released during 
the last five weeks through the united 
efforts of Defender Readers, is a hope- 
ful sign.

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Federal Council Tries To Silence ‘Voice 
Out of the Rockies”’ 





6é AMD Jehoshaphat the king of 

Judah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. And Jehu the son 
of Hanani the seer went out to meet 
him, and said to King Jehoshaphat, 
Shouldest thou help the ungodly, and 
love them that hate the Lord? there- 
fore is wrath upon thee from before the 
Lord.” II Chronicles 19:1-2. 


There are exactly twelve words in 
this Scripture verse which need to be 
underscored in the thinking of Chris- 
tians as they turn their thoughts to- 
ward that ultra-liberal organization, 
known as the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ _in America. 
“Shouldest thou help the ungodly, and 
love them. that hate the Lord?” 


There are reasons to suppose that 
these words of Jehu, served to quicken 
a feeling of remorse in the breast of 
Jehoshaphat. The King was guilty of a 
serious transgression. Jehu was a fear- 
less prophet and his rebuke carried a 
sting. 


Jehoshaphat had gone down to the 
land of Samaria, the kingdom of the 
ungodly Ahab, who received him in 
regal splendor. An elaborate feast was 
prepared in his honor. The record 
says: “And Ahab killed sheep and oxen 
for him in abundance.” 


As the feast progressed, Ahab made 
a speech. He proposed physical con- 
uest of the city Ramoth-gilead. He 
eclared to those assembled: “Ramoth 
in Gilead is our’s.” 


Ahab’s remarks inflamed the pas- 
sions of war and the banquet chamber 
reverberated with an hysteria for con- 
quest. Turning to Jehoshaphat he 
made this challenge: “Wilt thou go 
with me to battle to Ramoth-gilead?” 
Jehoshaphat acquiesced meekly and 
thereby compromised his convictions. 
He entered into an unholy alliance. His 
actions indicated a feebleness of prin- 
ciple. 

Jehu pointed an accusing finger at 
the Monarch and asked: “Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that 
hate the Lord?” This solemn message 
was addressed to a man who possessed 
great power. It should serve as warn- 
ing to weak-kneed Christians these 
days, when so many are prone to go 
along with the enemies of the Christ 
and the Cross. 


In the past, it has been customary 
for the Cause of Christ to be attack- 
ed from the outside. But today, the 
enemies are at work on the inside. 
The doctrines of Tom Paine, Robert 
G. Ingersoll and other infidels and 
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agnostics, are now being taught in sem- 
inaries, expounded from pulpits, and 
published through denominational liter- 
ature. 


A statement from Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell, former president of the Fed- 
eral Council, will be sufficient to illu- 
strate this point: “Is not this tendency 
to deify Jesus more heathen than 
Christian? Are we not more truly 
Christian when we cut loose from a 
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heathen propensity and take Jesus 
simply for the character that he was 
and for the ideal that he is?” 


But the present illicit relationship 
between certain sections of organiza- 
tional Christianity and modern skepti- 
cism, does not stop with heresy and 
unbelief in matters pertaining to Chris- 
tian doctrine. It carries over into poli- 
tics and blends with radicalism of the 
reddest hue, often turning Preachers 
into Socialists, and religious College 
Professors into Communists. 


The so-called liberal Preacher in- 
variably has a penchant for politics and 
is always to be found on the side of 
the left-wingers. Ministers of the Gos- 
pel who are willing to sell out, even, if 
in some instances, they have been de- 
frocked by their brethren for acts of 
personal wickedness, are said to make 
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exeellent “fronts” through whom the 
hidden masters of Communism delight 
to work. President Roosevelt’s state- 
ment that he is just as radical as the 
Federal Council of Churches is mean- 
ingful. 


Regardless of the policies of their 
denominational leaders above them, in- 
dividual Ministers must answer Jehu’s 
question: “Shouldest thou help the un- 
godly?” Sunday School Superintend- 
ents and Teachers, Workers with Chris- 
tian young people and children, Laymen 
whose financial contributions make 
Christian work possible—must answer 
the prophet’s question: “Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly?” 


The Pastor of one of the largest and 
most influential churches in the State 
of Colorado, has recently been compel- 
led to make a choice between the easy 
road of compromise, and the thorny 
pathway of ostracism — and, with his 
loyal congregation, the latter path has 
been chosen. The name of this Pastor 
is Rev. Harvey H. Springer. His 
Church is situated just outside of Den- 
ver—the Englewood Baptist Church. 


Mr. Springer is known affectionate- 
ly among his friends as the “Cowboy 
Evangelist” because, prior to entering 
the ministry, he lived for twelve years 
in the saddle, herding cattle on the 
plains of Wyoming. Perhaps this early 
training contributed something to the 
fearlessness of character, now so evi- 
dent, as he comes to close grips with 
the liberal crowd who is making such 
determined efforts to stifle his minis- 
try.

eat years afterthe turn of the 

century, an_ ecclesiastical body 
known by the imposing title, Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, assembled for its first meet- 
ing. The alleged “social creed of the 
churches” was then introduced. 


Nikolay Lenin, patron saint of all 
Communists, read this “creed” with ap- 
proval, apparently seeing in the scheme 
a potential ally for devitalizing the 
Church of Jesus Christ and making it 
an easy prey to the devices of atheistic 
barbarism. “When Lenin read it, he had 
only favorable comment to make”, says 
an article in the Communist Sunday 
Worker, May 17, 1936. This statement 
was published over the name of a Rev. 
Edgar Jackson, representing the “Youth 
Committee of the Methodist Federation 
for Social Service”. 
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What the Communist hates, he pro- 
fanes! The Communist hates God, and 
he tries to blot the very conception of 
Deity from the human mind. The Com- 
munist hates Jesus Christ, and portrays 
Him by the use of blasphemous car- 
icatures in the anti-religious museums 
of Moscow. The Communist hates the 
Church of Christ, and has murdered 
millions of Christians, at the same time 
destroying thousands of Church edifi- 
ces. The Communist hates believers and 

atriots, and seeks to smear any indivi- 
ual or group who opposes him. 


Think it over! ... You never hear of 
Communists speaking disparagingly 
about the Federal Council of Churches. 
It is a matter of public record that Len- 
in, after studying the program of this 
organization, had “only favorable com- 
ment to make.” 


The stubborn fact stares the Amer- 
ican people in the face — that a 
clandestine relationship exists between 
Modernism and Communism. It is a 
short step from one camp to the other, 
and many take it. But more despicable 
than the religious Liberal who is caught 
fraternizing with the reds, is the man 
who wears the label of Fundamentalism 
and secretly allies himself with the de- 
stroyers; such a man is in a position 
to almost deceive “the very elect”. 


Ineidentally, the term Council does 
not enjoy the most pleasant Scriptural 
annotations. According to Luke, it was 
a Jewish Council that decreed the death 
of the Lord Jesus Christ: “And as 
soon as it was day, the elders of the 
people and the chief priests and the 
scribes came together, and led him into 
their council, saying, Art thou the 
Christ? tell us.” 


In the Acts of the Apostles, we find 
the following record: “And Paul, earn- 
estly beholding the council, said, Men 
and brethren, I have lived in all good 
conscience before God until this day. 
cas d when it was day, certain of 
the Jews banded together, and bound 
themselves under a curse, saying that 
they would neither eat nor drink till 
they had killed Paul.” 


In the parlance of the street, per- 
sons unjustly persecuted are sometimes 
referred to as being “crucified”, A 
Council demanded the crucifixion of 
Christ. A Council sought to destroy 
the Apostle Paul. 


Intolerance is nowhere more readily 
noted, in religious circles, than with the 


Federal Council of Churches. We do not 
charge that the leaders of this organ- 
ization would deliberately sentence a 
man to physical crucifixion . . . but 
bigots sometimes find other ways for 
crucifying those with whom they do 
not agree! It frequently happens that 
the man who shouts loudest for toler- 
ance, is in reality, trying to create a 
smoke screen to cover his own intoler- 
ance. 


The tactics used by the Federal 
Council in silencing those who reject 
their “social creed”, were adequately 
described by Dr. W. B. Riley, Pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Minne- 
apolis, in a Defender article a few 
months ago. Among other things, he 
quoted Dr. Charles S. MacFarland, an 
official of the Council, as saying that 
they proposed to DOMINATE RADIO 
IN THE UNITED STATES as far as 
religious broadcasts are concerned. 


Reference was made by Dr. Riley to 
a meeting of the Religious Publicity 
Conference in Atlantic City and he 
quoted Dr. MacFarland as saying: 


“Local fans do not want to hear lo- 
cal preachers. Local stations do not 
want any denominationalism. The ulti- 
mate plan yet to be worked out will 
probably be for local federations of 
Churches to endorse, and local stations 
to present, national programs provided 
on Sunday by the Federal Council, 
whereby all will have their choice of 
hearing Dr. Cadman (deceased), Dr. 
Poling, or Dr. Fosdick and perhaps a 
few other selected preachers who have 
received full endorsement of the Feder- 
al Council. ... 


“In the future no denomination or 
church will be able to secure any time 
whatever on the air unless they are 
willing to pay prohibitively high prices 
for brief periods of broadcast. Our 
hope is that with the gradual develop- 
ment of our plan we will not be oblig- 
ed to confine our talent to New York, 
but will be able to use talented Minis- 
ters in other localities who meet our 
requirements for popular broadcasts.” 


Soon after the appearance of this 
article, the Editor of The Defender re- 
ceived a letter from Samuel McCrea 
Cavert, General Secretary of the Coun- 
cil, attempting to refute the exposure, 
but recent experiences of the Rev. 
Harvey H. Springer, indicate that Dr. 
Riley was correct. 

* * * 
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6¢¢NOWBOY” Springer is not only the 

Pastor of a large Church; he edits 
a weekly publication called the Western 
Voice, publishes a constant stream of 
booklets, holds revivals and, at the 
present time, uses four Colorado radio 
stations as mediums for proclaiming the 
Gospel. His Englewood building seats 
over 2,000 persons and is filled every 
time he steps into the pulpit. He has 
the largest Sunday School in the State. 


His soul-winning work is the very 
antithesis of the radical left-wing pro- 
gram of the Federal Council. 


_ Although the seat of this organiza- 
tion is in far-away New York, Bible- 
believing Christians in Colorado are 
learning that its long arm reaches out 
to the Rockiés. This revelation came 
with a shock when the “powers that 
be” suddenly decreed that the former 
Cowboy was to be taken off the air. By 
methods peculiarly their own, they be- 
gan pulling wires at the proper places, 
setting in motion agencies to silence the 
“Voice Crying Out of the Rockies” (a 
phrase often used to describe Mr. 
Springer’s radio ministry).

Reverend Sir: 


As a licensed organization for broadcasting, 
holding the privilege of presenting radio pro- 
grams for public consumption, we are requir- 
ed by law to maintain our service for the in- 
terest, convenience and necessity of the gener- 
al public. We take pride in the record we 
have shown to date and are anxious to main- 
tain it in every respect. To do this we must 
ef necessity serve the interest of the majority 
of our listeners to the best of our ability. We 
recognize this majority is made up of vari- 
ous groups and organizations, and find that 
by acceding to the wishes of these groups 
where they serve in the interest of the public, 
we best fulfill our license obligations. 


During the past three months we have re- 
ceived a number of complaints about your 
broadcasts on our station, and as you know 
we have taken particular caution to see that 
the scripts submitted by you in advance con- 
tained nothing that would be offensive to any 
erganized minority or the general public. This 
caution has evidently been unsuccessful for we 
continue to receive criticisms for permitting 
your organization to be represented on our sta- 
tion. 


As a rule we are not willing to abide by the 
wishes of small organized minorities simply te 
satisfy their own particular ideas, received 
from well-established groups and from _ ever- 
enlarging circles we feel justified in taking 
definite action. 


The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
which represents the Protestant denominations 
. in the United States is represented in Denver 
by a very large Protestant group. This organ- 
ization has taken exception to many of the 
statements you have made before your own con- 
gregations and in particular to the references 
made on the air the last two Sundays to the 
beok by Dr. J. Frank Norris, “Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches Unmasked”. 


We feel, therefore, that it is to our best in- 
terests to discontinue our existing contract and 
prefer to terminate same with the usual two 
weeks’ notice, which means that your last broad- 
cast will be on Sunday, April 30 from 8:30 to 
8:45 A. M.

An analysis of this letter reveals two 
things. (1) The claim of the Federal 
Council to represent Protestantism in 
the United States, and (2) the Federal 
Council is opposed to free speech — 
where the rights of those with whom 
they disagree are involved. 


Special notice should be taken of the 
following phrase: “This organization 
has taken ay to many of the 
statements you have made before your 
own congregations.” Not being con- 
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tent to protest against sermons deliver- 
ed through the microphone, they would 
also censor utterances made in his pul- 
pit. Scripts were submitted in advance 
of the radio talks and given microscopic 
scrutiny. No violation of station re- 

uirements could be cited. But, yet the 

ouncil wanted to silence Mr. Springer! 


Harvey Springer declared that he 
would never voluntarily surrender his 
inalienable rights. From his pulpit, he 
thundered: “When the Federal Council 
thus tries to gag me, it pays me the 
highest compliment of my life.” 


To the management of the station he 
said: “I observe from this letter that 
you gentlemen have been misinformed. 
The Federal Council of Churches does 
not represent Protestantism, either in 
Colorado specifically or the Nation in 
general. I shall prove this to you men, 
by an appeal for expressions of confi- 
dence from Protestant listeners in this 
locality. I shall ask my hearers to tell 
you by letters and postal cards, whether 
or not the Federal Council speaks 
authoritatively for them. I shall ask 
them to tell you whether or not they 
wish me to remain on the air.” 


Only two broadcasts remained until 
he would be silenced by Federal Council 
pressure. For the following Sunday, 
he prepared short announcements to be 
read at the beginning and at the close 
of the sermon. Thus, in a few words, 
he explained that his relations with 
the owners of the station had been en- 
tirely satisfactory, that pressure was 
being exercised to deny him the use of 
the air, that expressions from the listen- 
ers would be welcome. 


WITHIN LESS THAN A WEEK, 
THE STATION RECEIVED _ 3,144 
NOTICES EXPRESSING THE DE- 
SIRE THAT MR. SPRINGER BE 
ALLOWED TO CONTINUE. 


Thereupon the station informed him 
that his broadcasts could go on until 
the termination of his contract which 
is July 30, 1939. 


Moreover, one of Mr. Springer’s 
friends conducted a survey among the 
Ministers of Englewood and Denver. 
Several Pastors were contacted. With- 
out exception, these men explained that 
they knew nothing about the matter and 
had been in no way consulted by the 
Federal Council in connection with the 
action taken. Certainly their support 
had not been enlisted, for a concerted 
effort, to choke the voice of one of 
the most respected Christian leaders of 
the State. The subject had not been 
presented at any time, to the congre- 
gations for whom the Council professed 
to speak. 


On the other hand, augmenting the 
spontaneous outburst of mail—expres- 
sions of whole-hearted and Christian 
agreement, were received from large 
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con, tions assembled in bodies, not 
only adjacent to Denver, but from othe; 
places over the State. Many prominent 
business men interceded on f of 
the Preacher. 


This experience portrays the absurd- 
ity of the Council’s claim that it ig 
ualified to speak for the Protestant 
orces of America. The fact that its 
leaders have been able to maneuver 
things to have their organization in- 
cluded in the annual budgets of many 
of the large denominations, does noty 
mean that it is to be taken as the of- 
ficial voice for the whole of Protestant- 
ism. :

HE seateof the Federal Council 
of Churches is 105 East Twenty- 
Second Street, New York City. ; 


Laymen whose money is being pour- 
ed into its coffers year after year, 
should give thought to the following 
clause from the Constitution of the or- 
ganization: 


“This Federal Council shall have no 
authority over the constituent bodies’ 
adhering to it; but its province shall be 
limited to the expression of its counsel 
and the recommending of a course of 
action in matters of common interest 
to the churches, local councils, and in- 
dividual Christians.”

A STUDY of the origin of our 
.~ English Bible is a matter of 
heart-interest to every Christian. 
As the narrative unfolds, it mo- 
bilizes all the finer sentiments of 
devotion. © 


It is necessary to explain that the 
history of the Bible in the English 
language resolves itself into two dis- 
tinct periods, which are classified as 
“Manuscript Bibles” and “Printed Bi- 
bles”. The former were secondary 
translations from the Latin Vulgate, 
while the latter were, more or less com- 
pletely, translations from the original 
Hebrew and Greek of the Old and New 
Testaments. 


It is true, the first English essays in 
Biblical translation appeared in poeti- 
cal form. In the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, we find an account of Caedman, 
the earliest English Christian poet, who 
in the seventh century sang “of the cre- 
ation of the world and the origin of 
man... of many other stories from 
the Holy Writ.” 


Being a herdsman who claimed to 
have enjoyed a supernatural experience, 
he went to live with monks in a 
monastery. His poetry was always on 
sacred themes. He professed to be 
guided by a passionate desire to turn 
men from sin to righteousness. 


A century later, Bede (Beda, Baeda), 
an English historian and theologian, 
struck off the first prose renderings 
of the Bible in the English. He trans- 
lated portions of the Gospel of Saint 
John from the Latin Vulgate. 


This early English historian was an 
inmate of the monastery at Wear- 
mouth, a pious and devout Christian. 
It was in this atmosphere of quiet soli- 
tude that his work was accomplished. 
In his autobiography he states: “I have 
spent my whole life within that monas- 
tery (Wearmouth) devoting all my 
pains to the study of the Scriptures.” 


It is refreshing to review the effort 
and sacrifice which were poured into 
the construction of Manuscript Bibles. 
The passion of Godly men to produce an 
English Bible did not cool during the 
chaos of Mediaeval times. This en- 
deavor is traceable in history, from the 
time of Bede in the seventh century, to 
Wycliffe in the fourteenth century. 


Because of political convulsions in the 
British Isles, during the eleventh to 
the thirteenth centuries, Bible trans- 
lations were halted almost entirely. 
William the Conqueror and his Norman- 
French hordes swept over England. 
Partial suppression of the language

was unfavorable to literary effort of 
any kind in the English. This pollution 
of language extended into the early 
part of the fourteenth century. 


The name Wycliffe is familiar to 
Christians. To him and his adherents, 
we are indebted for two noble trans- 
lations of the Manuscript Bible. These 
editions have always been associated 
with his name and are, moreover, the 
earliest complete renderings that we 
possess of the Holy Scriptures in Eng- 
lish. In those days, a Bible cost the 
equivalent to about $150.00 as each copy 
had to be written out, since there were 
no printing presses. They multiplied, 
however, despite the fact that imprison- 
ments were imposed upon persons 
caught possessing copies. 


Later, in Germany, the Scriptures 
were printed seventeen times before 
Luther began his Reformation effort, 
yet no English printer attempted to 
put the Book into type. It is a fact, 
substantiated by historical record, that 
no part of the English Bible was print- 
ed before 1525, no complete Bible be- 
ped 1535, and none in England before 


Up to this juncture, versions of the 
Scriptures consisted of secondary ren- 
derings of the Vulgate—translations of 
a translation. With the advent of the 


era known as “new learning”, direct 
renderings from the original became 
possible, Erasmus, an English scholar 
and Churchman, in 1516, published a 
New Testament in the Greek language. 


First English Bible Appears 


It remained for William Tyndale, the 
great scholar and martyr, to give the 
world the first English production. He 
was first to take advantage of the al- 
tered conditions which existed, his de- 
sire being to arouse clerics and laymen 
alike, to an understanding of the seri- 
ous corruption and decline of the 
Church. 


Tyndale’s entrance upon the stage 
came at a dramatic moment because, as 
one writer has said, it was a fact well 
known to historians, that human energy 
was bursting over spillways to find an 
= — an expression — as never be- 

ore. 


Columbus was endeavoring to have 
his “wild dream” financially underwrit- 
ten. Spain, at the pinnacle of dizzy 
heights as a world power, was busy 
with her torture chambers. Church 
dignitaries had issued documents de- 
manding the extermination of Protes- 
tant “heretics”. The much-married 
Henry VIII was quarrelling with lead- 
ers at Rome — a very fortunate thing 
for England at that time, Church his- 
torians observe. When his daughter, 
Bloody Mary, reached the throne, the 
high carnival of blood began, reminis-

cent of the days of fiendish Nero. 


The sensitive nature of Tyndale re- 
coiled as he considered the evil of his 
time. He sought an antidote; he re- 
solved to translate the New Testament 
into the English language. This had 


long been his ambition, even as a stu- © 


dent in Oxford. 


Securing employment as a preacher 
at St. Dunstan’s in-the-west (London), 
he began his arduous task. This was in 
the year 1523. But while located there, 
he encountered nothing but disappoint- 
ments and opposition to his project. In 
fact, he discovered that there “was no 
place to do it in all Englonde (Eng- 
land)”. 


Finding publication in England im- 
possible, he sailed for Germany in May 
1524. After visiting Luther at Witten- 
berg, he settled in Cologne. There the 
work of printing his Bible was started 
on the crude presses of Peter Quentel— 
a quarto edition of the New Testament. 


“Pernicious Merchandise” 


Johann: Cochlaeus, of Frankfort an 
implacable enemy of the Reformation, 
endeavored to halt Tyndale’s progress. 
He succeeded in getting the Senate of 
Cologne to interdict further printing. 


It is interesting to note that 
Cochlaeus also dispatched a warning to 
King Henry VIII and Cardinal Wolsey 
to prevent the entrance of Tyndale’s 
“PERNICIOUS MERCHANDISE” into 
England. 


The term pernicious merchandise, is 
a vicious play upon words. It is the 
height of audacity to compare the Gos- 
pel of Christ with wares of an injuri- 
ous or destructive nature — for that 
is the literal meaning of the term. To- 
day, Modernists maintain an attitude 
of contempt for the Word of God, not 
unlike that of Cochlaeus.

Tyndale fled with his precious trans- 
lations farther up the River Rhine to 
the city of Worms. There he engaged an- 
other printer, with the result that limit- 
ed editions of the Bible in English 
reached England during the summer of 
1526, and were eagerly welcomed and 
purchased. Strong measures of sup- 
pression were quickly adopted by the 
authorities. But the common people 
clamored for the Word of God! 


Only a few fragments of the 
original Tyndale Bible remain today, 
one of which is preserved in the British 
Museum (Section, Grenville 12179). 


Opposition did not dismay Tyndale. 
He continued his labors with indomita- 
ble courage. In 1530, the books of 
Moses were printed at Marburg, by 
Hans Luft. In 1531, the book of Jonah 
was completed and in 1534 three re- 
prints of the Worms edition of the New 
Testament were struck from German 
presses. 


Research records show that Tyndale 
remained on the Continent of Europe, 
writing and preaching to the masses 
who hungered for the message of salva- 
tion. He took up permanent residence 
at Antwerp. In 1585, he perfected a 
revised edition and added headings to 
the Gospels and the book of Acts. 


A short time later, he was treacher- 
ously arrested and sentenced to prison 
where he was incarcerated for sixteen 
months, suffering tortures and indigni- 
ties which only evil brains could devise. 
Like his Master, Whom he faithfully 
served, he was betrayed by a friend— 
one Henry Philips. 


On October 6, 1536, the execution of 
this martyr, the “apostle of England”, 
took place. He was tied to the stake 
and publicly strangled by a hangman, 
exclaiming with his last gasp, “Lord, 
open the king of England’s eyes.” His 
— flesh was then consumed by 

ire. 


In the book, “History of the Eng- 
lish Bible’, page 316, Dr. Wescott 
states: “The history of the English Bi- 
ble begins with the work of Tyndale 
and not with that of Wycliffe.” 


The style of translation in those days 
is illustrated by the following reproduc- 
tion of the Lord’s Prayer, from William 
Tyndale’s pen: 
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“O oure father which art in heven, 
halewed by thy name. Let thy king- 
dom come. Thy wyll be fulfilled, as 
well in erth, as hit ys in heven. Geve 
vs this daye oure dayly breade. And 
forgeve vs oure treaspases, even as we 
forgeve them whych treaspas. Lede 
vs nott into temptacion, but delyvre vs 
from yvell. Amen.” 


One writer on Church history says: 
“The Bible, as we have it today, is 
practically the work of William Tyn- 
dale, the heroic scholar and martyr.”

One of the most outstanding Bible 
scholars of the present generation—a 
man who has rendered inestimable serv- 
ice in matters pertaining to Scriptural 
instruction, is Dr. William B. Riley. 
Since the year 1897, he has served as 
Pastor of the large First Baptist 
Church, of Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
The history of this institution dates 
back five years before the State of 
Minnesota was admitted to the Union. 
He is regarded as being one of the 
egg Bible expositors of modern 
imes. 


When Dr. Riley accepted the call to 
the pastorate which he has now served 
over forty years, there were 580 mem- 
bers. He has seen more than 7,000 
unite with the Church. 


Only of late has he contributed to 
the Cause of Christ what he regards as 
his greatest and most important work. 
It was in 1924 that he began turning 
out sermons with the thought of 
eventually covering the entire sixty-six 
books of the Divine Library.

Soon an addict 
becomes unable to work because of the 
destroying effect of narcotics on the 
nerve centers, tissues and organs of the 
body. He must have dope, and that 
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word “must” is used advisedly. He is 
a sick person, not a police problem 
nearly so much as a medical responsi- 
bility. 

Dope is the only medicine that will 
restore him to normal and save him 
from indescribable pain and suffering, 
and he must have anywhere from $2.00 
to $7.00 worth every day. To 
panhandling, and petty misdemeanors, 
and to the most serious felonies, the 
desperate slave of narcotics will turn. 
Five Million Dollars is spent every day 
of the calendar year, in this so-called 
Christian land, for illicit, bootleg, habit 
forming narcotic drugs. But this is a 
small portion of what drug addiction 
costs the taxpayer; think of the value 
of the merchandise the addict must 
steal if he is to sell it for enough to 
buy $5.00 worth of dope! Think of the 
cost in police protection and court pro- 
cedure against this unproductive army 
of human derelicts.

MUSIC, more than any other one 
thing, can bring comfort and 
solace in times of sorrow. 


It has probably been our tendency to 
sing too many songs about heaven and 
the future life. Those of us who are 
directors of music have been criticized 
for this. Such criticism may be justi- 
fied especially in meetings where there 
is a majority of youth. 


I do believe, for this great youth army 
that we are trying to enlist in the cause 
of right and righteousness, we should 
have more songs of action and with 
martial rhythm; but we also have many 
folks in the afternoon and evening of 
life. They live in their memories of 
the past and the prospects of God’s 

romises for the future. They like to 
ear songs about the “Home Over 
There” and “The Glory Song”, telling 
of the joys and happiness of God’s 
Heaven. 


Possibly the most difficult service for 
which to select wisely the right song, 
is the funeral. Many times, of course, 
and in fact most times, the bereaved 
loved ones have some favorite selection, 
usually among the old hymns, which 
they want sung; but the singer is often 
called upon to select one or two num- 
bers. With this need in mind, we were 
persuaded to compile a book of “Com- 
fort Songs”, which contains in conveni- 
ent form, the hymns and songs most 
appropriate for such occasions. 


We certainly would not select a song 
that would be too light and frivolous;

This seems to have been 
ound in the song “Good Night and 
Good Morning”, which you will find on 
page 126 of our newest book, “Christian 
Service Songs”. This song has been 
sung at more funerals during the last 
ten years than any other Gospel song. 


The words were written by Mrs. 
Lizzie DeArmond. I wrote the melody. 
Mrs. DeArmond lived in Swarthmore, 
Pennsylvania. She has written hund- 
reds of Gospel songs which have been 
printed. She had a lovely home and a 
lovely family.

Is Church Regimentation Next?

RELIGIOUS bodies are now ex- 

empt from taxation for old age 
pensions and unemployment com- 
pensation by the Social Security 
Act. 


The Social Security Advisory Council, 
at Washington, D. €., has recommended 
the lifting of this exemption from re- 
ligious bodies. If such’ an ‘act were 
passed it would mean an increasing tax 
upon the churches which by 1949 would 
amount to 3 per cent of salaries paid 
during the calendar year. The tax 
would apply not only to the church but 
also payment of a three per cent tax 
would be required of all employees. 


Taxation for unemployment compen- 
sation insurance, in addition to the tax 
for old age pensions, would be requir- 
ed of many churches, bringing the total 
tax upon such churches by this pro- 
posed bill to six per cent annually by 
1949. 


Payment of unemployment compen- 
sation and old age taxes is mandatory. 
No church would be asked whether the 
act is in agreement with their religious 
principles. No Minister would be given 
choice, regardless of his religious con- 
victions in the matter. Punishment for 
non-payment would be as applicable to 
churches and men of the Sacred Call- 
ing as to secular organizations and in- 
dividuals. 


With such taxation, of necessi- 
ty, goes the power to regulate. 
Federal regulation of ecclesiastical 
finances would inevitably lead to 
complete governmental dominance 
of American churches. 


Such fundamental change of law 
would doubtless entail very serious con- 
sequences. There are millions of Amer- 
ican citizens who know their right to 
religious liberty, which involves free- 
dom from governmental regulation so 
long as that liberty does not violate 
commonly accepted standards of morali- 
ty and decency, is from a _ higher 
Authority than the statutes of men; 
but they know it also to be theirs by 
Constitutional enactment. 


Harmless as this proposal may seem 
by a superficial examination, there has 
never been a more dangerous and radi- 
cal change offered to the Congress. 
There would be no longer separate 
functions of State and Church, a bless- 
ing as old as our national life. Many 
churches would be forced to close their 
doors. Ministers and church officers 
would be fined and imprisoned for non- 
conformity. It is the beginning of that 
unhappy condition existing among some 
of the nations of Europe. 

If ever there was a time when Chris- 
tians should be in a fighting mood for 
their God-given liberties against the 
encroachments of atheistic Communism, 
which is the propaganda power back of 
all such proposals, it is today.

Paul Solves Church Problems 


1 Cor. 1:1-8, 10-11; 4:14-21; 
1 Thess. 5:12-15 





OLDEN TEXT: “Let your manner 
of life be worthy of the gospel of 
Christ.” Phil. 12:87. 


“Called saints” (Verse 2). Not “call- 
ed to be saints.” 


All of God’s children are saints. We 
become saints, instantly, at the new 
birth. We are saints by calling. The 
words “to be” appear in italic in your 
Bible, because they are not found in the 
original text. They should be omitted. 
Paul is “called (and already is) an 
apostle” (Verse 1). Believers are “call- 
ed (and already are) saints.” 


“Them that are sanctified” (Verse 2). 
Those sanctified are cleansed from sin 
by the blood of Christ. The word also 
means consecrated and separated. Ev- 
ery Christian, positionally, and (he 
should be) experientially, is all these 
... cleansed, consecrated, separated — 
of such the Church of Christ consists. 
A man is not a Christian by being a 
member of a church organization. He 
is a Christian by possessing Christ — 
having Christ formed within. 


Factions had arisen at Corinth. One 
said: “I am of Paul”, another “I am 
of Apollos”, another “I am of Cephas”, 
another “I am of Christ.” 


Those who ranged themselves under 
Paul’s name were seemingly the Gen- 
tile converts. They i too great 
liberty, regarded sinful things indif- 
ferently, treated with disrespeet the 
scruples of others, and caused scandal 
by partaking of sacrificial meats. Those 
who followed Apollos and Cephas were 
guilty of sins equally as great. 


“Be followers of me” (I Cor. 4:16). 
This Paul explains elsewhere, notably 
I Cor. 11:1, “Be ye followers of me, 
as I also am of Christ.” 


In these instances, Paul is conveying 
the thought, Follow me as far as I fol- 
low Christ. Come up as close as you 
can to my example in those matters 
wherein the likeness of Christ is seen 
in me. I would not have you be my 
disciples, but His. 
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Ministers should so live, that people 
may fashion a pattern from their lives. 
They should guide the flocks by their 
lives, as well as their lips. 


I Thessalonians 4:13-17 brings us the 
following truths: (1) Christ’s coming 
will be a triumphant return, and (2) 
visible to those who are caught up to 
meet Him. (3) The- “dead in Christ” 
will be given resurrection bodies. (4) 
We who are living on earth at that 
hour, will be caught up in the Rapture. 
(5) Those rising from the grave, and 
those living on earth when the Lord 
returns, will meet Christ in the air. 
(6) For all eternity we shall enjoy the 
presence of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Paul Writes Personal Letters 
2 Tim. 1:1-6; Phil. 1-7, 21-22 





OLDEN TEXT: “Study to shew 
thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” II 
Tem. 2:15. 


Few have been persecuted as Paul 
(II Cor. 11:28-28). He hurries from 
province to province, from continent to 
continent, over land and sea, in pur- 
suit of the object to which his life be- 
came devoted after his experience on 
the*Damascus road. Yet this man was 
the greatest thinker of his age, if not 
of any age, and in the midst of stren- 
uous outward labors, produced writ- 
ings which are among the mightiest in- 
tellectual forces the world has known. 


Paul gives to Timothy three power- 
ful incentives to holy living, namely, 
(1) the fact that Christ has come into 
the world and saved us from our sins, 
(2) that we are appointed by Him to 
be men of God, His witnesses, (3) the 
fact that Christ is coming back again. 
Here we have the power of a finished 
redemption, the power of a holy calling, 
and the power of a glorious hope. 


“Stir up the gift of God which is in 
thee” (II Tim. 1:6). Stir up, as fire 
under the embers. The verb may be 
rendered, “kindle the glowing embers 
of the gift of God,” or as in the margin 
of the Revised Version, “stir into flame”. 
One must exercise spiritual powers, and 
so increase them; use gifts and have

Paul now proceeds by letter to ask 
his friend, Philemon, to take back into 
his household the slave, Onesimus, who 
had run away from him, probably steal- 
ing a sum of money at the time of his 
departure. Paul wrote this plea from a 
dirty, damp prison cell in Rome which 
he was evidently sharing with the 
slave. a 


He asks Philemon to do this for a 
number of reasons: (1) Because he 
asks it as an old man, a prisoner of 
Christ. (2) Because Onesimus was 
now a child of Paul’s in the Gos 
(3) Because he was once unprofita) 
but would now prove profitable to his 
master (the name Onesimus means 
“profitable”). (4) Because he, who had 
formerly been only a slave, was now 
truly a brother in Christ. Nowhere 
does Paul demand the freedom of Ones- 
imus. Of course, he was still a ser- 
vant. (5) Because by doing this, he 
would bring joy and refreshing to the 
heart of his imprisoned friend. 


In the Apostolic Canons, it is writ- 
ten that Onesimus was returned home 
and finally set free by Philemon, and 
the Apostolic Constitutions refer to him 
as a consecrated Bishop of Berea, in 
Macedonia, being ultimately ma: 
at Rome. Ignatius mentions him as the 


Bishop of Ephesus.
